President Cleveland Wili Not Accepta Re- 
nomination. 

St. Louis, April 22.—A special from Wash- 
ington to the Republican gives the following 
information: ° 

President Cleveland neither ‘yishes nor will ac- 
ceptarenomination. This wi oe startling infor 
luwtion to the country, setting at rest the important 

uestion of a second term, now the subject of in- 
terested consideration in political circles every- 
where. The correspondent of the Republican bas 
the highest possible authority for the statement, 
however, and it can be depended on as strictly end 
entirely true. It comes from the president him 
self, who made a declaration to this effect on Wed- 
nesday toa prominent demociatic senator from 
one of the western states who is on terms of espec- 
ialintimecy atthe white house. The president 
spoke withso much deliberate earnestness and 
such studied emphasis that the senator, with 
whom he was talking, that thereis no reason to 
question his perfect and entire sincerity. His 
manner, no less than his words, indicated 
that the deciaration was simply the 
d: cision of a firm resolution which had resulted 
from a careful consideration of all the phases of 
the matter. The president said he had not given 
any intimation of his feelings to representatives of 
the press for the simple reason that he felt nothiog 
he might say about not wishing or being willing to 
lake a second term would be believed.

Tbe wives of the latter will not be removed 
fiom Fort Marion to Mount Vernon, but will 
be permitted to join their husbands at Fort 
Pickens. Captain Pratt, superintendent_ of 
Csrlisle Indian school, has gone to Fort Ma- 
rion to select SO or 40, young Indians, before 
removal, to be instructed at this institution. 

ibe removal is made on account of the 
crowded condition of the quarters at Fort 
Marion. Although the health ofthe Indians 
bas been good, it was thoughtadvisable to send 
them toa healthier -ocation where they will 
bave plenty of room and be free from the gaze 
of hundreds of curious people, who flock about 
them every time they appear in pablic. Mount 
Vernon is considered as peculiarly well adapt- 
ed to their needs, being situated in the south- 
western pait of Alabama on the Mobile river, 
not far distant from Mobile and consistiog of a 
tract of 2,100 acres. 

‘The barracks are occupied by two companies 
of artillery.- ‘The Indians will livein tents, 
and it is hOped that they may be taught to be- 
come self-supporting. Geronimo and his 
rerczades are not kept in solitary confinement 
at Fort Pickens, but are required to work un- 
acr guaid,

OQUR REVENUE RECEIPTS. 


Comparative Statements of Collections Dur- 
ing Nine Months Past. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The total amount 
of trade dolJars redeemed to date is $5,243,000, 
which amount will be increased $400,000 by 
recent importations at San Francisco from 
China, 

The total collections of internal revenue 
curing the first nine months of the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1887; were $83,981,204, being 
$575,788 less than collections during the corres- 
ponding period of the last fiscal year. Collec- 
tions § from spirits were $16,658,141, 
A decrease® of $3 927,737; from 
tubacco $21 443 631, an increase of $1,306 276; 
from fermented liquors $15,182,758, being an 
increase of $1,519,603; from oleomargarine 
$481.246; from miscellaneous objects $201,807, 
being an increase of $41,203. Receipts for 
March, 1887, were $341,819 greater than those 
for March. 1886, the increa:e being mainly in 
receipts from tobacco and fermented liquors. 
There was a smalldecrease in receipts from 
spirits. Commissioner Miller estimates that 
the receipts for the present fiscal year will ag- 
gregate $118,000,000 as against $116,902,869 for 
the last fiscal year.

BUT JONES HE HOLES THEM DOWN 
WITH THEGAVEL. 


Exciting Beenes in New York’s Senate Chamber— 
Uproar During the Reading of the Gov- 
ernot’s Mestage—Articies of Impeach- 
ment to Be Preferred,’ Etc. Btc. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 22.—The senate wit- 
nessed this morning the most exciting and dis- 
orderly tcene of the present session. During 
the session it was rumored that Governor 
Hill, in view of Wednesday’s discussion over 
his withdrawal of the nominations of Arm- 
strong and Backbee, labor men, as railroad 
commissioners, proposed to withdraw the nom- 
inations of Rogers and Baker, and send in 
again the names of Armstrong and Buackbee. 

Routine business was almost completed 
shortly after 12 o’clock, when Mr. Raines, rep- 
resentative of Canandagu district, moved to 
adjourn until next Monday night. 

Senator Murphy, democrat, of New York, 
tock the floor and declared that the motion 
was mace for the purpose of escaping from a 
message from the governor. He was author- 
ized to state that the governor was ready to 
withdraw the nominations of Baker and 
Rogers and send in again the names of Arm- 
strong and Buckbee, to give the republicans a 
chance to prove their sincerity and confirm 
these nominations. This was the burden of 
Mr. Murpby’s remarks, which he reiterated for 
the purpose, apparently, of consuming time. 

Mr. Comstock, republican, of Troy district, 
briefly denied that the governor entertained 
any «uch purpose, 

While he was talking, the governor’s private 
FEC mente appeared hastily on the scene at the 
Tali. 

Mr. Murphy caijled attention to his appear. 
ance a3 proof of the truth of his assertions. 

Coionel Rice, the governor’s private secre- 
ary, with the sergeant-at-arms, then appeared 
before the ber and drew a message from his 
pocket. 

Mr. Raines took the floor and insisted that 
the roll cajil for an adjournment, which was 
balf finished—republicans voting in the affir- 
mative aud democrats in the negative—be 
concluded. 

The chair ruled him out of order. 

Mr. Raines then proceeded to denounce the 
course of the lieutenant governor a3 arbitrary 
and 1evoluiionary. 

At these words the lieutenan{-governor be- 
gan pounding with his gavel and the whole 
chamber was in turmoil. 

Mr. Raines continued speaking, but the noise 
of the gavel was so great that his voice was 
inaudible five feet away. 

Republican senators shouted to Mr. Raines to 
proceed, and @emocrats called to Lieutenant- 
Governor Jones to stand firm. 

Colonel Rice stood immovable during the 
uproar until Lientenant-Governor Jones sent 
hie clerk to his side. The clerk took the mes- 
sage, thef words of Colonel Rice—‘I have the 
honor to tranemit a message from the gov- 
ernor’—being clearly audible above the din. 

Lieutenant-Governor Jones held the message 
in his hand. Mesers. Pitts, Vedder, Raines, 
Hassett and Hendricks, republican senators, 
began speaking, but no words could be heard. 

Reaching the message to Deputy Clerk Kenyon 
Licnutexant-Governur Junes direvied him to 
read it, bat evidently fearing it would be 
seized, he retained it, and himseif began to 
read the message. Hardly a word wasaudibdle, 
asthe republican senators, during nearly the 
whole proceeding, denounced the act, rose to 
points of order and raised objections, the den- 
ocrats meanwhile calling on the licutenaat- 
governor to prececd. 

When the reading was concluded, the rep 
licans began explaining their votes. 

Rir. Vedder, republican, of Chautauqua dis- 
tric’, said: 

‘‘] wish to say, and I speak it in the nane of 
the free people of the state of New York, that 
I, hcre in my place, denounce the action taken 
by the presiding oflicer of this senate as wholly 
unwarranted, despotic and arbitrary, and an 
outrage upon the people of this state and upon 
the law, and that it is a disgrace to any legisla- 
tive body.” 

Mr. President—The senatoris out of. order 
and is not giving his reasons.

We bad proceeded to this time 
with such good feeling—there had been such 
an evident desire on the part of the chair to 
tule fairly and courteously. I say, thatin the 
history of legislative bodies, no instance can 
be found where, upon calling the roll, the pre- 
siding officer arbitrarily and without any 
authority, either of law, parliamentary or 
otherwise, directed that call to be suspended, 
and from his place atthe desk read a com- 
munication from any state officer to that body. 
The communication properly belongs to the 
senate in executive session. This is to 
be regretted I regret it if I said anything im- 
proper to my associates in the heat of debate, 
Lut I denounce the action of the presiding 
officer as arb trary and illegal. It shows that 
he is entirely unfit and unworthy to occupy the 
place to which he was elevated by the people. 
The action which was suggested—impeach- 
ment—ought to be taken, It ought tobea 
warning to all men who arecalled upon to pre- 
side over us, that they should preserve the 
sermblance of fairness and courtesy toa body 
over which tkey are called to preside. We 
might have got along with this without 
any feeling whatever or any 
contention, and the executive would 
have been treated entirely respectfally. We 
can gain no advantage and desire to gain none. 
I remember once when the democrats had a 
majority in the assembly and Governor Fen- 
ton centina messago.

RIAND ARKADBSAS. 


Houses Demolished and Their Inmates Killed—Whole 
Families Sigin by Falling Timbors—Tae Fun- 
nel-Sbaped Terror Leaving Desth aad 
Desolation in Its Track, Etc , Ete.

THE MARKET HOUSE. 


A Lively Election for Tomorrow in the 
Central City. 

Macon, Ga, April 22.—[Special.]—Tomor- 
row tbe market house question is to be decided 
by popular vote. The question is, whether 
twenty thousand dollars five per cent interest 
bearing bonds shall be issued to build the mar- 
ket or not. The consititation requires that all 
such questions be decided by a two-thirds vote 
of the qualified voters ofthe city. Public 
opinion is much divided as to whether this 
shall be construed to mean the voters of the 
Jast mayor's election or those votiug in the 
water company ten year contract election. 

There is considerable opposition among 
butchers, green grocers and suburban resi- 
dents as tothe wisdom of erecting a market. 
How the matter will be decided remains to be 


geen.

The question. Oppose the market. Strong rea- 
sons for it. 

1, The city should not use the streets that belong 
to the people for speculative purposes in competi- 
tion to property holders. 

2, Amarket builtin the street has no value ex-

property holder without any realty value, to be 
sbandoned atany time dnd sold as second-class 
materia), as past experience has proven. 

3. It is a benefit to a few only and nine-tenths of 
of the people are inconvemenced. 

4. ILimposesa great hardship on the laboring 
class to be compelled to go to market for what is 
now celivered at their door. 

5 We have no sidewalks and crossings for people 
to go to market in rainy and sloppy weather. 

6, It will lessen the demand for stores, to the 
green grocer and butcher shops, thereby decreas- 
ing the value of property to the great injury of the 
taxpayer. 

7. lt will deprive hundreds of negro women and 
children of their support as peddlers, which will 
Jargely increase the charities of the county tothe 
already over-burdened taxpayers. ; 

8. It wil) create more salaried officers. making an 
additional expense for the merchant with his al- 
meaty. heavy license. 

9, The wealthy man will get the pick of the mar- 
ket, and the poor man get the refused brougat to 
them in the wagons, as they have no servants to 
pend to market, . 

10. A market houseinthe center of this wide 
spread city would ruin forever the value ofthe 
suburbau lots now being bought by the young men 
of the city, for they wil! soon be incorporated as a 
partof Macon. 

il. The price of fresh meats will be raised two to 
three cents per pound,caused by the extra expens2 
imporeda on the butchers. A fee of thirty cents for 
each beef, twenty cents for each pig, and fifteen 
¢ents for every mutton sold in the market, has to 
be paid tothe clerk of the market, besides stall rent 
and regular license.

While Wimberly was quietly enjoying his 
supper he was suddenly,surprised by a rap at 
the front door and at once made a rush to the 
back door, but realizing the fact whea he 
opened the door that he was rushing into the 
arms of Mr. Hanie, he slammed the door 
violently and made an effort to bolt it, but was 
prevented by Mr. Havie, who put his weight 
& sainst it, 

Finally Wimberly desisted and left the door 
and made @ break for the other room, was 
closely followed by Hanie, who saw that he 
was making a desperate effort to secure a re- 
volver which lay on the mantelpiece. Hanie 
had-a pistol in his band, but in the hurry of 
the chase had failed to cock it, and rushed 
upon the negro to prevent him from getting 
his revolver.

A Taik With Mr. Hampton, One of the Con- 
tractors. 

ATHENS, Ga., April 22.—[Special.J—A Con- 
STITUTION reporter interviewed Mr. T. C. 
Hampton yesterday about the Macon and Ath- 
ens. Mr. Hampton has recently secured a 
grading contract on that road. He said: 

“It is a settled fact that the cars will be run- 
ving to Athens on this road before the first of 
May. I have been behind the scenes and I 
know what Iam saying. I have just signed a 
contr: ct to begin grading at Madison and work 
to Powell's camp, when we will unite and be- 
gin between Athens and Madison. My con- 
tract includes a mile anda half of new road, 
the rest being the old roadbed of the Griffin, 
Monticello and Madison. The hands are only 
six miles from Madison now, andthe dirt is 
being moved rapidly. Mr. Powell has 150 con- 
victs at work with Tolletson at Monticello, and 
willhave his gap finished by the 8th of 
May. The cars will reach Madison by July 
Ist. Engineer Rollert told me that in thirty 
days he would call on me for five hundred 
hands.” 

“How does the company got on with the 
men at work?” 

“Splendidly. The road does not owe a dol- 
lar. I saw the contractors paid off the other 
day. Every month the road liquidates every 
cent of its indebtedness, and its credit is gilt- 
edged. The track laying keeps up right along 
with the grading. The constractian train is 
never a quarter of a mile behind the grading. 
You can say without any fear of being wrong 
that before October the cars will be running 
between Athens and Macon on this road.”

It has in its possession 
evidences going to show that certain New 
York publishing houses pretending to be in 
favor of international copyright have, in 
reality, made common cause with Philadel- 
phia pirates, and have been the means of 
preventing the passage of an international 
copyright bill. The information which’ we 
have was received under circumstances that 
will not permit us, just now, to divulge it, 
but we have the evidence before us in black 
and white, and when the proper time comes, 
we propose to use it for all it is worth. 


Earthquake Echoes, 

In a recent talk before the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences in Washington, Captain C. 
E. Dutton said of the Charleston earth- 
quake: 

“It is the best observed earthquake on record, as 
reports have been received trom over sixteen hun- 
dred localities aud from over twenty-five hundred 
different reporters. The outer limits at which the 
shock was felt were Boston, St. Johnsbury, Vt.; 
Burlington, Vt.; the northern Adirondacks, To- 
ronto, Green Bay, Wis.; Prairie du Chien, Des 
Moines, ‘pringfield, Mo.; New Orleans, Sagua la 
Grande, in Cuba, end Bermuda, The greatest dis- 
tances reached were about a thousand miles and 
the area shaken from two and one-half to three 
million square miles. Everywhere within two 
hundred and fifty miles of Charleston the shocks 
were severe enough to shake down chimneys and 
crack walls, destroy plastering, overturn light ob- 
jects and generally create a profound feeling of 
alarm, especially among the negroes and more ig- 
norant classes. Within one hundred miles few 
buildings escaped some injury. 

“The central portion of the shock, Comprising 
&n area about eighteen miles wide and thirty miles 
lorg, has been studied with special care, There 
were three foci or centres, from each of which a 
cistinct shock originated. The most powerful one 
is situated about sixteen and a half miles north- 
west of Charleston, and the other two at intervals 
of six miles along a line extending southward from 
the first.’ 

Captain Dutton, by means of a method of 
his own, computed the depth of the Charles- 
ton focus to be about twelve miles. He as- 
serts that it was one of the deepest among 
the earthquakes of the past 150 years. 

It is rather discouraging, but it is not 
thought that Captain Dutton’s interésting 
observations have thrown any new light 
upon the future movements of earthquakes.

MURDER MYSTERIES. 


Remsen sae een rrr ne nee 
The Celebrated Hay-Street Case--Other 
Crimes Which Have Caused Sensations. 


From the Pittsburgh Dispatch. 

The accounts of so many sudden disappear- 
ances and mysterious murders which meet the eye 
in almost every issue of the newspapers, lead to 
the refiection on such cases. 

The most prominent instances are recalled, Caus- 
ing one to wonder if the old saying that “murder 
will out,” can be true or not. 

The sacredness with which our civilization has 
invested human life gives birth to the hope that 
murder is, or always will be, found out, Yet the 
fact remains thatin the total number of murders 
committed, a very large number are never found 
out, and the guilty escape detection and punish- 
ment. 

One of the most mysterious murders that ever 
occurred in} Pittsburgh, and which startled the 
whole community at the time, was the old Hay- 
street murder, which happened about 1854, during 
the administration of Mayor Ferdinand E. Voltz. 

It was about the subsidence of an intense excite- 
ment on the secret society question, when it was 
suppored that those who had violated their pledges 
would be followed and slain, no matter how they 
might disguise themselves or whither they should 
go. This feeling added all the wonder to a murder 
which, in itself, seemed to bear all the marks of a 
deliberate assassination. 

The brief facts at this date, related by parties 
familiar with the occurrence at the time, make it 
similar to one of those political or socialistic mur- 
ders which we might recall of Russia or any mon- 
archial country, where persons, pushed to despera- 
tion, either by actual suffering or held to a purpose 
by the exaggerated obligations of false oaths com- 
mit, with the energy and determination apparently 
born of the belief that their own lives would pay 
the forfeit of their failure. 

The accounts, as remembered, state that one 
night about 12 o’clock, on Hay street, now known 
as Fifth street, a scufileon the pavement was heard 
by parties living in the house of Mr. Robert Ander- 
son, who now resides out Fifth avenue. But little 
attention was paid to the noise, however, but day- 
light revealed the dead body of aman with a sword 
wound through and through his body. His watch 
and jewelry and plenty of money were undisturb- 
ed, but there was not a scrap of paper about him to 
tell of his name or residence. Even his clothes 
were unmarked, although they indicated, as did 
all his belongings, that he wasa man of leisure 
and of means. 

The body was removed to an undertaking estab- 
lishment on the site of the Dispatch building, 
Fifth avenne, probably Travelle’s. All efforts to 
find enything out abont the murdered man were 
failures, He was buried, and speculation ran high 
as to the murderer and his motive. It was thought 
by some to have been a political murder of a for- 
eigner. The weapon, a sword Cane, was not a com- 
mon one, he bad been struck in the back between 
the shoulders, and the stillette-like wound p'erced 
the body. He had dropped dead with scarcely a 
groan. Men dressed as he had been dressed, were 
seen in New York and Boston and Philadelphia 
and other large cities, and the theory was that he 
bad been followed by some hired or sworn assassin 
and finished, according to the dreadful predeter 
mination. 

No prominent citizen, such as the body indicated 
the person to have been, was missing from Pitts- 
burg, and speculation and wonder grew, aud the 
mystery has never been fully cleared up. although 
Henry A. Weaver, who followed Mayor Voliz, said 
afterwards that the body was identified as that of 
a man Donahue, who lived with his mother and 
sisters near the Mercy convent on Ws lie street. 

e perpetrator ofthe vile deed, however, has 
n@yer been heard of, noarrests even on suspicion, 
were ever made, and the Hay street murder, as it 
was known by that name, remained unavenged 
and as mysterious as many ofthe other noted ones 
throughout the country. 

The murder of Helen Jewett in New York, many 
years ago, was another of the noted cases where no 
convictlon followed. The unhappy creature who 
was the victim of this brutal crime was one of the 
most beautiful of that class whose feet take hold on 
death. She had goneto New York from some of 
the New England towns and speedily became 
known for her beauty and accomplishment. Her 
body was found one morning in bed with a deep 
gash on the _ side of the head 


ae vr is ay thio cauce of bor daath. 
The murder horrified the whole city and a young 
man named Frank Rivers was arrested for the 
crime. The trial lasted several days and the public 
feeling ran high, even to the extent of causing 
riotous demonstrations in front of city hall. The 
trial resulted in an acquittal, and to this day it re- 
mains amystery as to who murdered the unfortun- 
ate Helen Jewett. 

About eight years after the Jewett murder an- 
other occurred in New York known as the “Pretty 
Cigar girl tragedy,’’ and it turnished Edgar Poe 
with the materials for his story ofthe ‘‘Mystery of 
Meria Roget.’”” Mary Celia Rogers was employed 
in Anderson’s cigar storeon Broadway. She was 
remarkable for her beauty,, and her pretty face 
proved a powerful attraction tothe young men of 
the period. One Sunday morning she left her 
mother’s home on Nassau street for the purpose of 
spending the day atthe house ofa relative. She 
wasto return in the evening, but did not. All 
trace of the poor. girl was lost until three weeks 
after the tide threw up her dead body on the bank 
of the riverat Weehawken. A piece of lace wound 
tightly round the neck showed that she had been 
strangled. Who did it has never been discovered. 
Where she went, who met her, where the murder 
was done, not the most vigilant search could ever 
ascertain, 

The Burdell murder was another which excited 
the whole country, but although the woman who 
was tried for the murder escaped conviction, pub- 
lic opinion remained fixed that it was a failure of 
justice. Dr. Burdell was a middle aged man, a 
dentist in good practice. His body was found in 
his room with many desperate stab wounds upon 
it. The walls were spotted with the blood which 
had spurted from them and the disorder of the fur- 
niture showed how hard he had fought with his 
murderer and struggled for hislife. Mrs. Cunning- 
ham, who kept the house, John C. Eckle, a board- 
er and her confidante, and another boarder named 
Snodgrass were arrested, but they were not con- 
victed. It was thought the officers of the law had 
blundered inexcusably. 

The murder of Benjamin Nathan, the wealthy 
Hebrew, who was found lying dead with his skull 
smashed in his home on West Twenty-fifth 
street, has never been explained, A heavy iron 
instrument used by ship carpenters, called a 
‘“‘dog,’’ was found near the body and shown tohaye 
been that by which the murder was committed, 
In this case it was clear that robbery was the mo- 
tive of the crime, and from the fact that an im- 
mense reward was offered for the discovery of the 
murderer without bringing a response, it was sup- 
posed that one man only was concerned in the af- 
fair, and that he had no accomplices, He proba- 
bly obtained entrance into the house by means of 
false keys, and was engaged in robbing the place 
when discovered by Mr. Nathan. A single blow 
on the head with the massive dogiron was enough 
to kill him. Several well known criminals were 
arrested, but there was not the slightest evidence 
against any of them. 

The most recent case is that of the young woman 
whose body was found in Rahway, N. J. It is prob- 
able, however, that the mystery in this case may 
yet be unraveled. 


DIVINING-RODS. 


Tests Made With aSet of Them Owned in 
Chicago. | 
From the Chicago Tribune, 

A set of divining-rods are the latest acquisi- 
tion to Chicago's collection of wonders, Not a di- 
vining-rod such as has been used for the last 
eighteen or nineteen centuries, and which every 
man who has lived in “‘drouthy Kansas” knows of, 
but a whole set of rods. The ancient divining-rod 
was a@ witch-hazel or ash twig, forked, and with it 
precious metals could be located, though hidden 
many feet below the surface. of the earth. It was 
also said to be an unfailing indicator of hidden 
sources of water. The set of rods to which allusion 
is wade here has not all these powers. Their only 
affinities are gold and silver, and these two metals 
they willalways locate. At least so says their 
owner, a middle-aged and very intelligent lady, 
living at No. 61 Thirty-seventh street. A Tribune 
reporter called upon her and obtained some infor- 
mation concerning the rods, and was also permit- 
ted to see them and io watch theiraction. They are 
slender pieces of fibrous wood, four in number, and 
a little‘larger than an ordinary lead pencil. They 
look like the common hemp, but are stained red. 
One end of each of the sticks is whittled down to 
a poirt while the other is ent in the shape ofa V, 
so that the ends fit into each other. When their 
owner brought them out and exhibited them she 
remarked: “I don't know that you will be con-

ot be shaken. I obtained the sticks from a friend 
of mine who spent many years in Mexico among 
the Mexican Indians, and who was by them placed 
in possession of the secret powers of this shrub, 
which growsin the mountains of that country. 
There little sticks which you see here located $30,- 
000 in gold which had been hidden in Monterey, 
Mex., and since I have had them $1,000 buried in 
an open field in New York state was located by 
them.

But beyond a 
slight quivering of the sticks, such as might have 
arisen from the muscular tension, though the 
sticks were held very lightly, there were no devel- 
opments, “Wait a moment,” said the lady, “the 
little things don’t know what to do. You : have 
gold and silver about you, haven’t you? Yes, a 
watch and chain. Ah!tee, they begin to move,” 
and the sticks began to bob up{and down, appar- 
ently of their own. volition, for neither the reporter 
nor the lady did anything to produce such action. 
Then, that the action of the sticks might be seen 
to better advantage, the reporter placed his watch 
and chain and some gold and silver 
coin oon & table in an adjoining room, 
and again took hold of the sticks, 
which roon began to swing around toward the ta- 
ble containing the metal. The position of the 
table wasthen changed several times, and the 
sticks carried into other rooms, but whenever the 
notched ends were fitted together they swung 
around in the diection of the reporter’s deposit. 

“Now,” said the owner of the collection, “I 
know you are not fatisfied in your own mind that 
this is a tair test—that I did notcause the rodg to 
move, But it isa fact that I had nothing to do 
with it, and also that any two persons can hold 
the rods and the same result will ensue. I am 
thinking of trying to devise some 
arrangemest for delicately poising the 
rods £0 that they will be re 
moved altogether from human influence. I know 
that they*will operate that way aswell as in my 
han¢s, And they will alsolocate gold and silver 
in mountains or plains. Takeitin a large area, 
and they will'point toward the treasure until they 
are directly over it, and then they begin to spread 
apart When they dothat you may know they 
have found treasure. A city is a bad place tomake 
atest of these instruments, because there is so 
much metal round about one to affect the instru- 
ments. I'll give you anillustration: I was trying 
an expetiment with one of my friends, in the 
house here one, day. He had concealed some 
money, and I was to find it with the aid of the 
rods; Wel), when they were placed in position 
they insisted on moving towards an open window 
that faced an open windowin the house adjoin- 
ing. The gentleman had not gone out of the 
house, and he rallied me about the failure 
of the rods, and said he had the money in his 
pocket. But I_knew there was something wrong, 
and that the rods were telling the truth, and sure 
enough, I learned a short time thereafter that 
there was a fine display of weddiug presents in the 
house opposite, and of course the attraction for the 
sticks was toward the greatest quantity of metal.

French papers are unanimous in the state- 
ment that Schnaebeles was arrested on French 
soil by German oflicers. The Temps publishes 
a dispatch from Strasburg, stating that German 
officials suspected Schnaebeles of having rela- 
tions with persons in Germany for the purpose 
of obtaining information ——s military 
measures being taken around Metz for the use 
of French military officials. Authorities of 
the foreign office believe that the German gov- 
ernment will make an explanation of the affair 
that willcalm the present indignation felt. 
French political and financial circles takea 
gloomy view of the situation. 

There is a tremendous latent excitement 
here over the Schnaebeles affair. The general 
belief is that Bismarck wants to create a situa- 
tion which will make war inevitable. Herr 
Gautch, German representative, had often told 
Echnaebeles to arrange for keeping the frontier 
posts in order. Gautch had invited Schnae- 
beles to mect him on Tuesday for that 
purpose, but failed to keep the 
appointment which, with an apology, he re- 


- newed for Wednesday at the spot which has 


been indicated. Some vine dressers witnessed 
the struggle between the Germans and Schna- 
beles, which they declare occurred on French 
territory where Schnabeles’s hat was found. 

Schnerb, prefect of Nancy, had warned 
Sennaebeles to be careful, because Germany 
regarded him asa spy. Schnerb has been sum- 
moned here, and has conferred with the min- 
isters. Several accounts of the affair hint that 
Scbnaebeles was rather too energetic a patriot 
for the position he occupied. 

The Nancy procureur’s§ official report of 
Schnaebles’ outrage states that Schnaebeles 
advanced a few steps across the frontier and 
met an individual with whom he began to con= 
verse, when policemen in disguise seized him. 
An assistant of the policeman then rushed out 
of ambush and adesperate struggle ensued. 


- Schnaebeles succeeded in escaping from his, 


eaptors and crossed to French territory, but 
his assailants pursued him and dragged him 
back, despite his protest. They then bound 
him and forcibly led him away to prison. 

It is reported that Bismarck, in the course of 
a speech today, said that it was impossible to 
foresee whether the bellicose French people, 
who used to make an onslaught on Germany 
three or four times every century, would keep 
or break the Frankfort treaty. 

Lonpon, April 23.—The Schnzebveles affair is 
exciting the whole of Europe and causing 
much anxiety aS to the  con- 
sequences. Reports of the incident are 
still coutradictory. The French ~ vernment 
is procecding with the utmost amspection. 
A full inquiry will be made inw schnaebeles’s 
character and doings. He has held the ap- 
pointment since the Franko-German war, and 
& mejority state that he has been a model offi- 
cial and has never failed to use tact and judg- 
ment in any emergency. On the other hand, 
it is said that he lodged Deputy An- 
toine on the night after the 
Jatter’s expulsion from Alsace-Lorraine 
and it is suggested that his so doing may have 
incensed the German government. Schnaebeles 
was waiting for Gautch, or may have stepped 
over the frontier line. All accounts show 
that he was entrapped, but as far as can be 
seen it will never be known whether he wa? 
arrested on French or German territory. Po- 
lice agents, who arrested him, were sent espe- 
cially from either Berlin or Leipsic. It is ru- 
mored that Gautch was concealed ina vi neyard, 
and saw the whole affair. 

The German charge d’ affairs has informed 
M. Flourens that Germany not yet defi- 


‘nitely ascertained the grounds of Schnaebeles’s 


arrest, except that it was effected by virtue of 

adecree, He, however, reserves the right to 

examine the question in concert with the 
nch government, 

Nancy, April 22.—Inquiry in the matter of 
the arrest of Schnaebeles has notiyet shown 
whether he was arrested on French or German 
territory. Being examined, Schnaebele said 
that he had protested against the violation of 
French territory by the Germans. He declared 
that he was unaware of the cause of his arrest. 

BERLIN, April 22.—The arrest of Schnaebeles 
was the outcome of an ordinary judicial pro: 
ceeding. The judge who ordered his arrest 
did 80, itis stated, on evidence implicating 
bim in an attempt to subvert the allegiance of 
Alsatians to Germany. German authorities 
consider that the fact of his being a foreignor 
does not exempt Schnaebeles from punish ment. 
They say that the moment he is caught on 

erman territory, he is under the jurisdiction 
of German courts.

Alexander Changes His Mind. 


St. PETERSBURG, April 22.—The czar has 
abandoned his intention of staying several 
weeks in St. Petersburg and has returned to 
Gatschina. This alteration of the czar’s plans 
is said to have been made in consequence of 
additional arrests made on Easter Sunday on 
Newsky Prospect of persons,in addition to those 
before reported arrested, all of whom, it was 
ascertained, had taken positions along that 
thoroughfare for the purpose of making a 
fresh attempt on the czar’s life. These arrests 
were made quietly in order to avoid alarm and 
until now the police have succeeded in keep- 
ing the fact that they were made at all secret.

NEW YORK, April 22.—The stock market was 
conspicuously quiet today,jand fluctuations,except 
in the early partof the forenoon, were extremely 
narrow throughout. The unsettled feeling of the 
European markets, while having little or no effect 
upon local operators here, did cause some selling 
for foreign account, and bears, in the hope of mak- 
ing an impression upon prices, hammered the 
market vigorously at the opening. The absorbing 
power of the market, however, defeated the object 
of manipulation, and after a short period of de- 
pression a strong undertone of the market made 
itse)f apparent. The heaviest foreign selling was 
in Louisville and Nashville, but that stock is only 
fractionally lower this evening. There was an im- 
proved feelingin coalstocks, and Lackawanna, es- 
pecially late in the day, was noticeably strong. A 
heavy pressure was brought against Reading, but 
it resisted stubbornly and tonight isa shade higher. 
The market was weak at the opening, first prices 
showing declines from last evening’s figures of 
from %{ to®5< percent. There was unusual activity 
in the first balf hour, and the market was weak 
and rather feverish. The declines ranged up to 74 
per cent, but after the first half hour the ‘market 
rallied, Union Pacific becoming prominent for its 
advance. The early losses were generally recov- 
ered before neon, after which the market became 
quiet and comparatively steady. There was a 
period of depression just after noon, when Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie, and Fort Worth and Denver 
were decidedly weak. The firm tone was again 
renewed, however, and generally prevailed up to 
the close, which was quiet and steady, The day's 
trading foots up 340,000 shares. The final changes 
forthe day are about equally divided between 
wg and losses, and are for fractional amounts 
only.

THE DOCTORS GO HOME. 


CLOSE OF THE MEBTING OF THE 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 


Yesterday's Proceedirgs—Dr, Eugene Foeter Stands 
Up forthe Viriues of Alcoholic Liquorsin the 
Practice—Dr. B. G Word on Mind- 
Beadleg — Election of Officers. 


The most notable thing in yesterday's pro- 
ceedings of the State Medica! association was a 
paper read by Dr. Eugene Foster, of Augusta, 
on the thereputic value and use of alcoholic 


liquors. 

The paper had been prepared with great care, 
and was lengthy and comprehensive. 

It was an auswer tothe paper read by Dr. 
Joseph P. Logan, of Atlanta, at last year’s 
meeting of the association. Dr. Logan’s paper, 
which created much comment when published, 
denied the value of alcohel as a mediciue. Dr. 
Foster took the opposite view, and argued that 
alcoholic liquors were valuable agents in the 
cure of many diseases, and that the

in denying to physicians the right to use them, 
thus robbing the profession of one of its chief 
remedies. He said that great indeed must be 
the urgency of the case where the people of a 
state or country dared take upon themselves 
the right toinvade the domain of scientific 
medicine and say, “here are certain articles 
which, although we find in your materia 
nedica, you shall not prescribe, even if you 
propose to use them solely as medicines,’’ Such 
a thing, Dr. Foster said, could not be justified 
among people who had not run mad with fanat- 
icism, 

Dr. Foster said that he had long been a 
temperance man and that he had observed the 
baneful effects of alcoholism and was’ always 
ready to join in any reasonable measure to sap- 
press intemperance. But hecould not indorse 
every means resorted to. The temple of medicine 
had been invaded by the crusaders because a 
few learned and honored physicians had ex: 
pressed grave doubtsas to the value of liquors 
as drugs. 

Dr. Foster took up the points made by Dr. 
Logan and answered them one by one. He 
quoted extensively from text books to show the 
yalue of alcohol asa remedial agent and to 
show that liquors had a well defined place in 
the list of medicines. He said he saw before 
him men whose lives he believed had been saved 
by the use of alcohol as a remedy. After 
showing atsome length the value of alcoholic 
liquors to the physician, Dr. Foster devoted 


that without it surgery would become a lost 
art. 

The paper wss listened to with the greatest 
interest by thedoctors. Dr. Logan replied to 
to it briefly. 

The association resolved that the paper. for- 
merly read by Dr. Logan, and the paper of 
yesterday by Dr. Foster, should be printed to- 
gether in the forthcoming proceedings of the 
association. 

MIND READING EXPLAINED. 

Dr. R. C. Word, editor of the Southern Med- 
ical Record, read a paper entitled “‘The Dual- 
ity of the Brain with a Theory for Mind 
heading and Slate Writing.” 

Itappeared thet the doctor’s idea was that 
aman bas two brains, which, under certain 
peculiar circumstances, may and do act sepa- 
rately and sometimes without a consciouness 
of the fact as between the two brains, Ordi- 
narily the two brains in their normal mental 
operations act as one, but may act separately 
2s in cases, not uncommon. wherein the crazy 
man knows that he is insane. In this case the 
one side of the brain is 
seund and the other side is unsound, 
Cases were mentioned wherein a person was 
subject to peculiar fits or mental states, and 
when in this peculiar condition the man seem- 
ed to be a different individual from his ordi- 
nary eelf, having no recollection of things 
which eccurred in his normal or ordinary state, 
and remembering the incidents that occurred 
during his abnormal state only, when the fit or 
spell was on him. 

Mind-seading, according to Dr. Word’s the- 
ory, isaphaseof mesmerism. The mesmerized 
map isin what he styles an electro-negative 
or parsive condition. There are probably 2) 
per cent of mankind who are constitutionally 
wiectro-negative. Such are very easily mes- 
nv erized, and perhaps there are 20 per cent of 
people wko are partially electro-negative, ani 
who, by practice and perseverance, may be 
mrought under the mesmeric influence. Fe: 
males are more susceptible than males. 

The more frequently a person is mesmerized 
the more sensitive and susceptible he becomes. 
so that he may even throw hbimself into that 
-tute, and voluntarily become electro negative 
to any one with whom he is in rapport; the 
word rapport meaning contacét or. in position 
where a nerve or magnetic current may flow 
between the parties. It is possible fora num- 
ber of persons to bein rappertat the same 
time. 

The mind reader is an electro-negative sub- 
ject who by practice has beceme exceedingly 
sensitive to impressions so that he is liable to 
be influenced by any one with whom he comes 
in contact; especially if the person whose mind 
he seeks to read will concentrate his thoughts 
upon any particular object, by which he be- 
comes more positive, and the more easily in- 
fluences or dominates the other who is mes- 
merized, or at least passive or recipient in his 
nervous relation to the person who is positive. 
Di. Word said there were many grades or 
- phases of

THE MESMERIC STATE, 

Some were in a hypnotic or unconscious con- 
dition; some were partially so, and others were 
fully awake and yet impressible and subject to 
the mesmeric influence. He expressed the 
strange and novel position that one side of the 
brain might be electio-negative to the other 
side, so that a kind of intercourse might exist 
between them; the one side” convarsiog 
with the other side, so to speak. 
This, he said, really occurred 
with the slate writer, or so-called spirit writer, 
Thoughts, incidents and latent memories from 
one side of the brain are written automatically 
and seem to the other, or conscious side, to 
come from an outside or third party. 

Where a circle, consis‘ing of a number of 
persons, is formed the electro negative subject, 
called by the spiritualists a medium, may get 
thoughts or impressions from anyone in the 
circle—and if only one side of the brain is 
electro-negative his own thoughts are liable to 
mingle with the thoughts of the others and be 
automatically written. If both sides of his 
brain are electro-negative he falls into a hyp- 
notic or trance condition, which is the same as 
the deeper phaces of the mesmeric condition. 

Upon the subject of whether the spirits can 
or do communicate through an electro nega- 
tive oa! the doctor was rather non-com- 
miital, He said that he would not deny its 
possibility. He thought that the disembodied 
spirit could not communicate with the mate- 
rial world unless by entering and using the 
brain ofa living organism. As the organist 
manipulates the keys of his instrument to dis- 
penre melodious sounds, so the soul of man 
uses the brain and nervous system to commu- 
nicate with its fellows, and as the soul is im- 
material and may pats into and through 
solide, so the disembodied spirit may 
enter and enthrone itself in 
the brain of a living subject, and thus be able 
toree and communicate with the physical 
world. Having thus entored and gotten con- 
trol of the brain, it could perhaps impress the 
party in the same way thata mesmerizer im- 
presees the subject mesmerized, causing him to 
think, feel,eee and believe anything he de- 
sired—even, in some cases, to hear clairvoy- 
antly, to ree clairvoyantiy, and to imagine the 
presence of materialized forms. ,
